April 14.—Officers' casualty 
list for the. month of February show 
that the British army lost 263" killed, 
597 wounded and 15 missing. 
This 
makes a total of 875. This brings the 
aggregate loss since beginning of the 
war to 23,962, of whom 7,420 have been 
killed or died of wounds, 14,755 wound- 
ed, and 1,787 are missing or prisoners 
of war.

Bergen-Op-Zopm, Netherlands, April 
14.—Several recent indications point 
to the fact that the Geramns in Bel- 
gium intend to entirely clear the re- 
gion immediately next, to the frontier 
of its inhabitants, with a view, pre- 
cumably, to further facilitating their 
strict control of the Dutch boundary. 
They have already evacuated 
the 
strip of country 
situated 
between 
their two barbed-wire fences in a part 
of Flanders, and the arrival here of 
many refugees from the Belgian vil- 
lage of Putte (situated just north of 
Antwerpp) strengthens the vitw gen- 
erally held In the frontier districts 
that 
the 
people who have so 
far 


stuck to their homes in the rest of 
this zone will, in due course, suffer 
the same fate. 


The latest lot of refugees, men, 
women and children, fled through the 
barbed-wire entanglement of the first 
German barrier in order to escape the 
ever bitterer want reigning in their 
Tillage. • It was 
a sad sight, these 
penniless and homeless people who 
arrived in the market square in their 
wagons, there to apply to the Dutch 
police for a teporary shelter and for 
a ticket enabling them to proceed to 
one of the Belelan refugee camps in 
this country. The immediate reason I 
for their exppatriation was that for j 
a fortnight past the Germans -have re- 
fued to allow any further food to be I 
brought to this region .pprlsoned be- 
tween their two formidable barbed- 
wire fences, while from the Dutch 
side practically nothing coulc. reach 
tho villagers..

Full de- 
tails, even to the name of the com- 
mander and number-of the submarine 
have boen communicated privately to 
the American government.

New York, April 14.—The evidence 
in.the.Sussex case as .gajtiered. by. at- 
taches of the A~m.erican~ embassies in 
Paris and London, to be forwarded to 
the state department in Washington, 
reached here today on the American 
line steamship St. Paul., which brought 
nearly 600 passengers.

The evidence included affidavits of 
survivors and was part of an excep- 
tionally large amount of embassy mail 
filling twenty big sacks. The aflidavus 
are those gathered by attaches of the 
American embassies in Paris and Lon- 
don. 


Among the passengers was Edward 
H. Huxley of Englewood, N. J., presi- 
dent of the United States Rubber Kx- 
port company of this city, who was a 
passenger on the Sussex, escaping un- 
injured.

Broadly speaking, the trudgeon IB a 


double overarm stroke, with a single 
kick to each complete drive of the two 
arms. Many advocate It for long dis- 
tance swimming, and there is no doubt 
that It will prove eminently satisfac- 
tory for all round use, whether In com- 
petition or in pleasure bathing. 


It Is restful, yet speedy. The swim-

the least strain on any part of his body; 
the movements of arms and legs re- 
quire very little exertion, and practical- 
ly no resistance is offered iu recovery, 
so that every, ounce of expended ener- 
gy is fully utilized. 


Probably the best proof which can be 


adduced of the value of the trudgeon 
is the work done by Its devotees in 
tests of aquatic endurance. 
Charles 


Durborow of Philadelphia used it in 
crossing Delaware bay In 1912, when 
he established the obtaining American 
long distance record of nineteen and 
three-quarter miles in 14 hours 15 min- 
utes across tide, a performance equal 
to the English channel swim both in 
length and m difficulty of course. Al- 
fred Brown of New York, our national 
professional swimming champion, who 
was the first to reach Sandy Hook 
from the Battery, In New York bay, 
and to span the Panama canal, also 
showed it from start to finish in these 
feats, and so did George Meehan, the 
Boston amateur, in creating last sum- 
mer a new record of 7 hours 18 min- 
utes for the Battery to Sandy Hook 
route. 


One need hardly point out that a 


stroke which enables its exponents to 
swim fast and continuously for so 
many hours without ill effect may be 
adopted confidently for everyday pur- 
poses even by people of middle age 
and children. 


For the rest the trudgeon is more 


j easy to learn than the awkward and 
complicated breast stroke, provided the 
proper preliminary course is followed. 
It will come quite naturally to those 
who have been taught to swim bv 


shoulders a little higher than feet, but 
whole body forming a straight line, as 
in standing erect on tiptoe. 


The arm movements of the trudgeon 


should vary slightly in accordance 
with the characteristics ot the indi- 
vidual on such points as length of 
reach and extension of arms in driv- 
ing. All strain on the muscles must 
be avoided, so It will be obvious that 
while a swimmer with supple shoul- 
ders and limber joints may seek a long 
reach and drive with straight arm an- 
other whose shoulders and joints are 
stiffer, less free, will do better bv 
shortening the stroke and carrying 
the elbow comfortably bent In null 
Ing.
